(Address delivered before the Can- 
adian Military Institute at Tor- 
cnto on Friday evening, Janu- 
ary 14th, 1921, by Major-Gen- 
eral J. H. MacBrien, C.B., C.

I am a great ‘believer, in times 
| of peace as well as in times of 
war, of going and seeing ‘things 
for myself in order to get direct 
evidence, and to get direct sugges- 
tions as well, and I feel I have got 
to cover the whole of Canada fair- 
ly thoroughly to know what the 
ideal conditions are in each place 
if I am really going to be helpful 
in’ my position and successful at 
it. I want to tell you-that if at 
any time you have any suggestions 
to make whereby we can improve 
the Militia of Canada I hope you 
will transmit it to General Wil- 
liams, who will send it on to me. 
By that process we hope to get 
the benefit of the experienee you 
gentlemen have had and the bene- 
fit of the combined brains pos- 
sessed by those who are serving ou 
the Canadian Militia Force. If 
you have any ideas as to how ws 
can improve this service I hope you 
will not hesitate to put them for- 
ward. As Chief of the Generai 
Staff I style myselif the Chief In- 
surance Agent for Canada, and we 
will touch on this question of in- 
surance a little later on.

I would take the first opportunity 
of paying a tribute to my old 
Chief's memory. I desire to ex- 
you tonight my great ad- 
for General Mercer, who 
gave his life overseas in the great 
struggle, I do not know whether 
it has been fully appreciated in 
Toronto or not, but I can assure 
you there were very few Cana- 
dians who went overseas who did 
as much for Canada and the Cana- 
dian Corps as your old fellow citi- | 
zen, General Mercer.

I feel as if I had received rein- 
forcements. You remember at the 
conclusion of the great war of the 
north against the south m the 
great Republic to the south of us, 
Abraham Lincoln made a wonder- 
ful speech on one oceasion, and I 
think I might aptly quote from 
him just a sentence. It is in con- 
nection with finishing the work 
for wheh our comrades overseas 
eave their lives. He, on a similar 
occasion, said, ‘*We must consider 
ourselves dedicated to the task be- 
fore us, that we hereby highly re- 
solve that these dead shall not 
have died in vain, meaning that 
they must continue the work for 
which they fought, that is the sal- 
vation of their eountry.*’ Our 
sreat task, therefore, is the firm 
establishment of peace, the delay 
or prevention of war, and at the 
same time to preserve‘our liberty 
and ‘freedom within the Empire 
which is dear to us all; secondly, 
the integrity of the Empire; third- 
lv, the protection of the weak, 
whether individuals or nations.

together the representatives of the 
Ailies at stated times or regula 
intervals. They met at haphazard 
times. They had no agenda pro- 
perly arranged for their meetings 
and as a result co-openation was 
not possible until a very late day 
in the war. The Versailles Coun- 
eil was organized with that object, 
and out of that really grew th. 
League of Nations. Now, no one_ 
pretends that the League of Na- 
iins will eliminate war, but it will 
reduce the chances of -war, there- 
fore it is right to support it. It 
will provide the means of discus- 
sion and provide for the repre- 
sentatives of the nations getting 
towether to diseuss their problems, 
and if you get two men togeher 
in order to discuss the trouble be- 
tween them nine times out of tea 
or even oftener, the trouble will 
be settled without coming to blows. 
Tt is just the same with the League 
of Nations—it is machinery for 
discussion of international  trou- 
bles, and for that reason I think 
we should support it. The third 
Is one very near to my own heart, 
that 1s, supporting by every means 
we can think of the inner 
League of Nations, whieh is an- 
other name, or my name, for the 
British Empire. We must streng- 
then the bonds of Empire in every 
possible way. We have not time to 
go into ‘how this should be done. 
Some are for closer organization, 
and others for a more loosely knit 
organization and trust to a spirit 
of patriotism to carry us into any 
war in which the Empire is en- 
gaged, but studying the various 
parts of this Empire, which I have 
been. privileged to see something 
of, it has brought me back to Can- 
ada after eight years of absence 
this time a very strong and ard- 
ent supporter of this inner league, 
and I, in my smal] way. hope to get 
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those with whom I come in con- 
tact to take a stronger and per- 


haps more active interest in sup-| 


porting and combining together 
our Empire. We are trying to do 
it in the military world by liaison 
officers.

“The last is about as im- 
portant, if not the most import- | 
ant. It is the thorough organiza- 
tion of our country by a sound 


policy, in other words, by a sound | 


peace strategy. We hear about 
military strategy but we do not 
hear very much about peace strat- 
egy. I will tell you what I mean 
by that. War is now a business 
proposition. Some of our most 
suecessful leaders in the war were 
prominent business men before the 
war and most of those who were 
successful in business 
successfully in war. In war every 
profession and every occupation 
has its place. We tried, being un- 


organized before the war, to put 
highly-trained men into places 
where their gifts were lost. -We 


put square pegs int» round holes 
and vice versa, and we lost a very 
ereat deal of energy and skill and 
ability in trying to do that through 
lack of organization.

Harry Crane, One of the First 
10¢ to Enlist in Canada, 


Is Dead 
One of the ‘‘first hundred 
men’’ in Canada to join the army 


in 1914 died on Monday, October 
oth, 1925, at Weston Sanitarium 
in the person of Private Harry 
Crane, Regimental No. 98, aged 
aC. He had been a patient there 
for the past ten weeks. A Cana- 
dian, Crane first saw service in 
the South African War when he 
went over with the Canadian Con- 
tingent, the R.C.D., as a bugler, 
and was in charge of the Canadian 


'buglers at the Battle of Paarde- 


burg. Returning to Canada, he 
engaged in the engineering pro- 
fession till August, 1914, when he 
joined the P.PJC.L.L., with whom 
he served in France for practic-
